Refutes Contention of Counsel That 


the Immigration Laws of Coun- 


try are Unconstitutional. 


\Washington, May 16—In delivering 
the United States supreme court's de- 
cision sustaining the action of the im- 
migration authorities of New York in 
ordering the deportation of the Etig- 
lishman Turner, alleged to be an an- 
archist, Chief Justice Fuller negatived 
the contention of Turner's counsel tha.t 
the immigration law is 
unconstitu- 


tional. 
The chief justice expressed the sur- 


prise of the court that the exception 
should be taken to the law on ground 
thai it is obnoxious to the constitu- 
tional provision prohibiting abridge- 
ment of freedom of speech, the exer- 
cise of religious privileges, etc. He 
denied that the law dlten-fpled 
to 


establish a religion or piohlbit the 
free exercise thereof; nor 
does 
it 


abridge freedom ot speech or the press 
nor the right of petition. 
It is of 


course true if an alien is' not pet nutted 
to enter the country or having 
en- 


tered contrary to law, is expelled, he 
is cut oft from constitutional 
privil- 


eges because of his exclusion. 
He Is 


not one of the people to whom these 
things are secured. 
Discussing the plea that the law 


should not be applicable to Turnef 
because he was not an active anar- 
chist, the chief justice said:

if Turner, though he did not so state 
to the immigration board of inquiry,

London, May 17—In the absence of 


actual news from the seat of \var in 
the far p.isl, the London newspapers 
this morning are commenting on what 
it is believed to be the precarious po- 
sition of Kuropatkin, who is menaced 
by the possibility of Chinese rebels 
cutting his communications,-as well as 
by the difficulty of divining the Jap- 
anese plan of campaign.

Chamberlain, S. D., May 16—Jack 


Sully, for many years 
the terror of 


Rosebud county was killed today in a 
running fight with officers on the 
Rosebud reservation. 
A 
week 
ago 


Sully ran off a bunch of nearly 200 
cattle, disposing of a portion of them 
in Nebraska. 
The remainder of the 


cattle were recovered. As a result of 
this exploit deputy United States Mar- 
shal Petre and a posse were out with 
orders to bring In Sully dead or'alive. 
They found Sully at his 
home 
on 
Blackbird's Island and ordered him to 
surrender, but he sprang on his horse 
and made a dash for liberty. 
In the 


running figfit following both Sully and 
his horse were killed. 
For thirty years Sully has been rec- 


ognized as the head of a band of cat- 
tle rustlers whose depredations have 
caused serious trouble and expense to 
stockmen of this section. 


Tokio, May 16, 3:30 p. m.—The Jap- 


anese cruiser Mayako was destroyed in 
Kerr bay today by striking a sub- 
merged mine. Two sailors were killec 
and 22 hurt. The Miyalio was clearing 
the Russiau mines,, t'vom ICerr bay, 
northeast of Talienwan bay, on which 
Port Dalny is situated. 


Admiral Kataoka, 
commander of 


the Third squadron, 
returned 
there 


Sunday with 
a detachment 
of his 


squadron, protecting two flotillas of 
torpedo boats which had been detailed 
to complete sweeping the harbor by 
the removal of mines. Five mines were 
discovered and exploded 
and 
the 


work was being suspended for the day 
when the Miyako struck an undiscov- 
ered mine, which exploded with tre- 
mendous force under the stern, on the 
port side, and inflicted immense dam- 
age on the hull. The Miyako sank in 
22 minuts. Two sailors were.killed and 
22 men were wounded. The rest of 
the crew were \rescued. 


The Miyako was a steel cruiser of 


1SOO tons displacement and 6130 indi- 
cated horse power, completed in 1901 
and having an estimated speed of 20 
knots. 
She was 314:f feet long, had 


36 feet beam and drew 13J feet of. wa- 
ter. 
Her armament consisted of two, 


4.7 inch quick-firing guns and ten 1,8- 
inch guns and four torpedo tubes. 


The Japanese torpedo *oat No. 48 


was sunk with seven men in the same 
way List week. 


Nothing is known here of the alleg- 


ed torpedoing of a Japanese cruiser by 
a Russian dispatch boat .it Dalny on 
the night of May 10, ajid the story sent 
out from St. Petersburg is highly im- 
probable.

the change has been made the em- 
ployes of that company will be settled 
in what H. H. Stanley declares will be 
the finest plant in Illinois. Mr. Stanley 
is the electrical engineer m charge of 
the work of installing the equipment. 
Having had experience covering a con- 
siderable field his opinion on that sub- 
ject shouM have weight. 


A person with a technical knowl- 


edge of electricity and its appliances 
would fairly revel In an inspection of 
the work now under way at that place. 
To one not familiar with the lore of 
electricians there is much to interest 
and instruct, especially if Engineer 
Stanley will take the time to make 
the explanations.

We went this afternoon across the city 


through the Zion gate to the walling 
place of the Jews. 
This particular- 


place is west of the Temple enclosure, 
outside of the Temple wall, of course, 
but inside the city wall, between Mount 
Moriah and Mount Zion. Here the Jews 
resort to weep and pray over the af- 
flictions that have come upon them as 
a people. I stood with Abraham quite 
near some of the walling Jews. 
He 


told me they were repeating portions 
of the Lamentations of Jeremiah ana 


world and fifteen lamps burn here con- 
stantly, six belonging to the Greeks, 
five to the Armenians and four to tne 
Turks, all of whom worship In tne 
chuVch 
above.

strange that the Turks should aornin- 
ate this holy land? And it is only by 
the will of the sultan that Christian 
pilgrims can enter and look upon so 
many of these sacred places.

subscribe to the confession nf faith as 
revised In 1SI03, because they may not 
fully understand, or be able to explain 
all that It contains, but if a union Is 
In be effected 
we must exercise a 
spirit of briiadmindedness and over- 
lcr>k slight technicalities. 


"If one is a member of one or the 
other of our great political parties, he 
piobnhly 'loos not agree with each spe- 
cific' plank In the paicy's platform, yet 
he accepts the platiorm as a whole, 
believing that In the main, our gov- 
ernment should be conducted along

"There are many passages in 
the 


bible which we cannot explain to the 
satlsfacllon of till, or even to our- 
selves, yet wo accept it as a Whole, and 
believe it Is the word of God.
